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INVESTIGATION: 

In the initiation report submitted by Sergeant Frances TANDYK #1201, she indicated that Captain 
Michael CZUBAK informed her that OPS had called because they had received a telephone call that 
shots had been fired in the residence of 5858 South Rutherford on 03 February 2002. It was also 
related that Chicago Police Department members reside at this location. OPS wanted the police to 
go to that address and check the well-being of the occupants. 

Sergeant TANDYK relocated to that address Sergeant TANDYK met with PPO Karen MAGERS 
who allowed Sergeant TANDYK inside the residence. PPO MAGERS informed Sergeant TANDYK 
that her live-in boyfriend, PO Michael TRACY #14349. had gone to Rush Presbyterian Hospital’s 
detox treatment. PPO MAGERS related that she was fine and not injured. 

PPO MAGERS further related that she had arrived home early in the morning on 03 February 2002, 
after being called repeatedly by Officer TRACY on her cellular phone. Officer TRACY was 
depressed and talking suicidal. Upon coming home, PPO MAGERS observed Officer TRACY 
talking on the telephone, at the kitchen table with a bottle of alcohol on the table. His weapon and 
cl'P were on also on the table. PPO MAGERS took the weapon and secured it. The police soon 
arrived and transported Officer TRACY to the hospital. 

While Sergeant TANDYK was talking with PPO MAGERS, she observed bullet holes in mirrored 
doors in an adjacent room. PPO MAGERS related that the bullet holes were not present prior to 
leaving her residence on 02 February 2002. Sergeant TANDYK spoke with Captain CZUBAK who 
further instructed that a complaint register number be initiated. The crime lab and detectives were 
requested. ADS KAJARI and Captain CZUBAK relocated to the scene. Officer TRACY’s weapons 
were located and inventoried. (Att. #2) 


On 03 February 2002, at approximatel^H4^iours^^nonvmous caller telephoned OPS and 
stated that he heard shots coming from he caller stated that he knew PPO 

MAGERS and Officer TRACY lived aHhaGaadres^Ri^alla' was asked how close he was to the 
residence when he heard the shots fired and he replied “very close” but would provide no further 
infonnalion. The caller stated that he did not know who was shooting but stated that the couple was 
in the house when the shots were fired at approximately 0230 hours on 03 February 2002. The caller 
also slated that three squad cars responded. One of them took Officer TRACY to the hospital and 
he was admitted into the detox. The caller was asked how he knew all this and he staled that it was 
all related to him by other neighbors but the caller refused to identify those neighbors. The caller 
stated that he “definitely” heard gun shots from this residence. (Att. #3) 

In the report submitted by Captain Michael CZUBAK, he reiterated essentially the same 
information as Sergeant TANDYK. Captain CZUBAK added that he informed ADS KAJARI, who 
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INVESTIGATION: (continued) 

was present at the 008 th District on an unrelated incident, of the circumstances at 5858 South 
Rutherford. Captain CZUBAK and ADS KAJARI relocated to that address. 

PP^MAGERS related that she and Officer TRACY have lived together since 1997, at| 

^nd that one month ago they decided to end their relationship because of his drinking; 
however, she was allowing Officer TRACY to sleep in the bedroom in the basement until an 
apartment in a building they had purchased became available. On 02 February2002, PPO MAGERS 
saw Officer TRACY and he was going out to dinner with his mother. PPO MAGERS left at 
approximately 2030 hours. Officer TRACY called PPO MAGERS numerous times on her cellphone 
questioning her whereabouts and requesting her to come home. 

PPO MAGERS related that she arrived home at 0245 hours and observed Officer TRACY sitting 
at the kitchen table, talking on the telephone saying that he did not want to live any more and he 
hated his life. PPO MAGERS further observed his semi-automatic pistol on the table with the clip 
besides it. Officer Tracy was drinking a large glass of whiskey. PPO MAGERS grabbed the phone 
from him and told the person at the otherend to get the police immediately. Approximately five 
minutes later, the police arrived and transported Officer TRACY to the hospital. 

Captain CZUBAK observed one bullet hole in the kitchen cabinet, one bullet hole in the kitchen 
wall, two bullet holes in a basement door, three bullet holes in a mirrored free standing closet in the 
rear bedroom and a boarded up sliding glass window leading into the backyard. A bullet hole was 
also observed in the swimming pool which was through-and-through. The garage had a bullet hole 
in the east side coinciding with the hole from the pool. Crime lab recovered four 380 cartridge cases 
from a garbage bag, one fired bullet recovered inside the garage in a power painter box (through-and- 
througlrbullef form the pool) and"one fired bullet iirside argarbage can outside, co-mingled with 
broken glass. 

Area one Detectives responded and conducted a canvass. No witnesses were found. Three of Officer 
TRACY’s weapons were recovered from Mr. James WALSH, who is the Operations Director of 
Ranger Security, which is owned by Officer TRACY. The weapons were checked clear and 
registered to Officer TRACY. Gun registrations check revealed that Officer TRACY has a total of 
six weapons registered. (The whereabouts of the additional weapons were unknown at time of 
Captain Czubak’s report). The weapons were inventoried and hand carried to the crime lab. Captain 
CZUBAK contacted Rush Presbyterian hospital and confirmed that Officer TRACY was admitted. 
No further information on his condition was available. (Att. #4) 

In the report submitted by Assistant Deputy Superintendent Kathryn KAJARI, she related 
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INVESTIGATION: (continued) 

essentially the same information as contained in Captain CZUBAK’s report. ADS KAJARI added 
that OEC event history records were obtained and it was learned that Beats 810 (Sergeant 
Vidal VASQUEZ #2664), 890 (Lieutenant Michael MCGIVNEY # 342 ^nc^ 4 ^P^Joseph 
ENGELHARDT #4941 and PO Phillip HAYMAN #6199) responded to 
during the first watch. (Att. #5) 

In the supplemental initiation report submitted by Captain Robert EVANS, #70, he wrote that after 
conferring with 008°' District Commander Dennis RAYL, a complaint register number was initiated 
against Lieutenant MCGIVNEY for failure to conduct a proper investigation when he responded to 
5858 South Rutherford on 03 February 2002, at approximately 0251 hours. (Att. #60) 

In an additional report submitted by Captain CZUBAK he wrote that on 03 February 2002, at 
approximately 1200 hours, he and Commander RAYL cut the lock off of locker #299 assigned to 
Officer TRACY in an effort to secure any weapons registered to him. A stainless steel Smith and 
Wesson 357 caliber revolver was recovered and inventoried along with USC money found in the 
locker. A weapons check with gun registration revealed the weapon was clear but not registered. It 
was also noted that two other weapons belonging to Officer TRACY were recovered from personnel 
at his security business. (Att. #10) 

A case report for Criminal Damage to Property was completed and contains essentially the same 
information as Sergeant TANDYK’s and Captain CZUBAK’s report. (Att. #9) 

The forensic analysis conducted on Officer TRACY’S weapons in comparison to the fired bullets 
and cartridge cases revealed that his .380 semi-automatic pistol was in found in be in firing condition 
and that' the fifea bullet and cartridge cases came from the same .380 pistol. (Alts. #23,23A) 

The evidence technician photos depict what appears to be a damaged door, wall and cabinet due 
to fired bullets. Numerous pieces of shattered glass and a broken mirror, as well as bullet bole to 
a pool were photographed. A fired bullet is photographed inside a box. (Atts. #24A-24S) 

The Office of Emergency Communications event query and tape revealed that Beat 810 (Sergeant 
VASQUEZ) informed the dispatcher to hold him and Beat 811 (Officers ENGELHARD! and 
HAYMAN) A few minutes later, Sergeant VASQUEZ requested that 

Beat 890 (Lieutenant MCGIVNEY) also respond to the location. (Atts. #25,25A-D) 

A canvass was conducted in the vicinity of the incident and no witnesses were found. 

(Atts. #27,28,29,30) 
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The Department’s Personnel Division was contacted to obtain the current address for Officer 
TRACY. The ament address on file was 6947 W. Archer (Ranger Security/Majestic Security). 
(Atts. #31,31 A) 

In the statement taken from the witness, Sergeant Michael HENCKE #1842, on 01 March 2002, 
he stated that on 03 February 2002, while working first watch, he received a telephone call from 
Officer TRACY. He was upset and apparently wanted to talk to somebody. Officer TRACY said that 
his girlfriend had a boyfriend and that he should not have let her get on the job. Sergeant HENCKE 
stated that Officer TRACY sounded like he may have been under the influence of alcohol because 
he was slurring, highly excited and repetitious. Sergeant HENCKE furlhci stated that Officer 
TRACY talked about shooting himself but did not make any references to actually discharging his 
firearm. Sergeant HENCKE contacted Sergeant VASQUEZ via PDT and told him to go to Officer 
TRACY’S residence. Sergeant HENCKE could not recall what information he provided to Sergeant 

VASQUEZ. 

A few minutes later. Sergeant HENCKE was contacted by a female, who identified herself as PPO 
MAGERS. She informed him that she retrieved Officer TRACY’s gun and everything was okay. 
Sergeant HENCKE immediately interrupted PPO MAGERS and informed her that the police were 
on their way Sergeant HENCKE stated that he made no other notifications of this telephone call 
other than to Sergeant Vasquez. Sergeant HENCKE said that he may have spoken with Sergeant 
VASQUEZ and Lieutenant MCGIVNEY during or after their response to the residence but did not 

recall. (Att. #56) 

In the statement taken from the witness, PO Joseph ENGELHARDT #4941, on 15 March 2002, 
he stated" that on 03 February 2002, at approximately 0230 hours;' he and his partner, Officer 
HAYMAN observed Sergeant VASQUEZ drive by with his lights and sirens on. Sergeant 
VASQUEZ waved to Officers ENGELHARDT and HAYMAN to follow. They complied but had 
no knowledge as to where they were going. 


Upon aniving at Sergeant VASQUEZ mentioned that there was a 

disturbance with an off-duty officer and nothing further. Sergeant VASQUEZ approached the door 
and a female (nka: PPO MAGERS) answered. She said nothing and Sergeant VASQUEZ followed 
her inside the residence. Officers ENGELHARDT and HAYMAN followed Sergeant VASQUEZ. 
Once inside Sergeant VASQUEZ ordered the officers to remain in the living room which is the first 
room you enter inside the residence. Sergeant VASQUEZ followed PPO MAGERS into the kitchen. 
The kitchen can be seen from where Officers ENGELHARDT and HAYMAN were standing. At the 
kitchen, Officer TRACY was observed. He was seated in a chair at the table with his hand over his 
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face. Officer ENGELHARDT could not remember observing alcohol on the kitchen table. He said 
Sergeant VASQUEZ handed him a gun after he entered the kitchen and told him to hold it. Officer 
ENGELHARDT stated that he did not know where Sergeant VASQUEZ got the gun. 

Immediately, Lieutenant MCGIVNEY arrived. Officer ENGELHARDT stated that he did not know 
who called for a lieutenant and stated that Sergeant VASQUEZ, PPO MAGERS and Officer TRACY 
were within eyesight and in the kitchen prior to Lieutenant MCGIVNEY’s arrival. Lieutenant. 
MCGIVNEY escorted Officer TRACY to the living room and sat him on the couch. At this time, 
Officer ENGELHARDT lost visual contact with Sergeant VASQUEZ and did not know where he 
went. Lieutenant MCGIVNEY ordered Officers ENGELHARDT and his partner to escort Officer 
TRACY to Rush Presbyterianhospital; psychiatric ward. Officer ENGELHARDT stated that Officer 
TRACY did appear to be under the influence of alcohol based on the smell of his breath and his 
“wobbly” walk. Officer ENGELHARDT claimed to have no knowledge regarding any shots fired 
or misconduct that occurred at this residence prior to his arrival. Officer ENGELHARDT stated that 
he had never seen PPO MAGERS prior to this incident but did know Officer TRACY because he 
is assigned to the 008 th District. (Att. #65) 

In the statement taken from witness, PO Phillip HAYMAN, on 15 March 2002, he stated essentially 
the same account of the incident as Officer ENGELHARDT. Officer HAYMAN added that when 
he, his partner and Sergeant VASQUEZ entered the house, they stayed with Officer TRACY who 
was in the kitchen while Sergeant VASQUEZ and PPO MAGERS walked away to an unknown area 
for an unknown reason. Upon the arrival of Lieutenant MCGIVNEY, he spoke with Sergeant 
VASQUEZ away from Officer HAYMAN and his partner. Officer HAYMAN stated that he 
observed no bullet holes at residence. Officer HAYMAN claimed to have no knowledge about what 
had occurred at the residence prior to his arrival. (Att. #67) 

In the statement taken from the witness, PPO Kerrey SNYDER, she stated that on 02 February 
2002, she picked up PPO MAGERS from her home and then picked up PPO Jessica WEIR. She does 
not recall which bar/nightclub they went to. During that evening, PPO MAGERS had received 
numerous telephone calls on her cellular phone in which voice mail messages were left. PPO 
SNYDER has no knowledge as to the extent of those messages or who left them. She stated that PPO 
MAGERS did not appear upset. 

As PPO S YNDER was driving PPO MAGERS back home after their night out, PPO MAGERS did 
make a telephone call to Officer TRACY. PPO S YNDER stated that she was not listening to that 
conversation but did hear PPO MAGERS state, “What are you doing? Why are you talking like 
that?” PPO MAGERS telephoned PO Alexandra MARTINEZ #4544 next. PPO SYNDER did not 
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listen to that conversation either but did infer that PPO MAGERS was asking Officer MARTINEZ 
to look out her window and check PPO MAGERS’ door/window for ventilation. PPO SYNDER 
dropped off PPO MAGERS shortly thereafter. (Att. #88) 

In the statement taken from witness, PPO Jessica WEIR, on 03 April 2002, she stated that she had 
no recollection of PPO MAGERS checking her voice mail throughout the evening of 02 February 
2002. After the bar/nightclub, PPO’s WEIR, SNYDER and MAGERS stopped to eat. They dropped 
off PPO WEIR at her home. 

At approximately 0230 hours, on 03 February 2002, PPO WEIR received a call on her cellular phone 
from a male who stated that he had been living with PPO MAGERS [Officer TRACY]. He asked 
PPO WEIR where PPO MAGERS was and who she was with. PPO WEIR did not know how Officer 
TRACY knew that she was out with PPO MAGERS but learned that later through PPO MAGERS 
that Officer TRACY had received her telephone number through the caller identification system on 
their home telephone. PPO WEIR informed Office TRACY that she did not know where PPO 
MAGERS was because they just dropped her off and that PPO MAGERS was with PPO SYNDER. 

Approximately five minutes later, Officer TRACY called PPO WEIR again and again asked her who 
PPO MAGERS was with and where she was. PPO WEIR reiterated that she did not know where 
PPO MAGERS was. Officer TRACY told her, “Its going to blow her mind that I called you. I really 

love her.” 

On Monday 04 February 2002, at the academy, PPO WEIR informed PPO MAGERS of the 
telephone calls she had received from Officer TRACY. PPO MAGERS briefly related to her that 
Officer TRACY had shot up the house and that the police responded: PPO WEIR had no' further 

knowledge. (Att. #89) 

In the statements taken from witnesses, PPO Wendy WELLER, PPO Paul BRANDAU and PPO 
David GRANADO, on 03 April 2002, they basically stated that they had no recollection of going 
to a bar/nightclub with PPO MAGERS on 02 February 2002. (Atts. #90,91,92) 

In the statement taken from the witness, PO Alexandra MARTINEZ #4544, on 04 April 2002, she 
stated that on 03 February 2002, at approximately 0251 hours, she received a telephone call from her 
neighbor, PPO MAGERS. She asked Officer MARTINEZ to look out her window which faces the 
back of PPO MAGERS ’ house, and tell her if her sliding door was open. Officer MARTINEZ stated 
that it appeared that PPO MAGERS’ window was open because her Venetian blinds were blowing 
in and out of the window. Officer MARTINEZ stated that she did not find it odd that PPO 
MAGERS’ wanted her to check if her sliding doors were open in the middle of the night. (Att. #94) 
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In the statement taken from the accused. Sergeant Vidal VASQUEZ^r^^Febmary 2002, he 
stated that the only information he had prior to his arrival at that a 

Department member was shooting up his house. En route to this location, Sergeant VASQUEZ 
observed Officers ENGELHARDT and HAYMAN and motioned them to follow him. 

Upon arrival, PPO MAGERS answered the door and handed him a semi-automatic pistol in a 
holster, unloaded with no clip. She held the clip in her other hand. PPO MAGERS did not say 
anything at this point. PPO MAGERS let him inside the house. Sergeant VASQUEZ handed the 
weapon to Beat 811 to secure. Sergeant VASQUEZ could determine from the look of the weapon 
that it had been discharged because it was not clean. Sergeant VASQUEZ did not check the gun 
registration of this vehicle. 

Once inside the house, PPO MAGERS pointed to Officer TRACY who was seated at the kitchen 
table with his head buried in his hands and crying. An open bottle of alcohol with a semi-filled glass 
of presumably the same liquid was also on the table. 

PPO MAGERS related that Officer TRACY, her live-in boyfriend, had been calling her all day long, 
approximately twelve to fifteen times, stating that he was going to kill himself. He told her that he 
had no reason to live, he wanted to commit suicide, he was going to shoot himself because she did 
not love him anymore and because they were breaking up and he had no reason to live. 

Sergeant VASQUEZ attempted to speak to Officer TRACY but he was in a complete “drunken 
stupor.” Sergeant VASQUEZ escorted Officer TRACY to the living room and ordered Officers 
ENGELHARDT and HAYMAN to not let him out of their sight. Sergeant VASQUEZ and PPO 
MAGERS toured the house. Sergeant'VASQUEZ observed about nine bullet holes tliroughout. 
However, PPO MAGERS could not tell which bullet holes were old or new. She related that Officer 
TRACY had accidentally discharged his firearm in the past while cleaning his gun. PPO MAGERS 
could not provide exact dates but stated that it may have occurred once or twice. PPO MAGERS did 
direct Sergeant VASQUEZ to the fresh bullet holes which were in the hallway leading to the 
bedroom, cabinet and one that a shattered a window. Sergeant VASQUEZ attempted to question 
Officer TRACY about discharging his firearm but he stated that he could not remember. 

After touring the house, Sergeant VASQUEZ requested Beat 890, Lieutenant MCGIVNEY, to 
respond. Upon Lieutenant MCGIVNEY’s arrival. Sergeant VASQUEZ informed him that Officer 
TRACY may have fired his weapon and that PPO MAGERS handed him a semi-automatic pistol. 
Sergeant VASQUEZ further informed him that Officer TRACY was intoxicated and had threatened 
to take his life. Lieutenant MCGIVNEY toured the residence with PPO MAGERS to view the bullet 
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holes. Lieutenant MCGIVNEY attempted to interview Officer TRACY but he just cried and asked 
to be taken to the hospital. Sergeant VASQUEZ asked Lieutenant MCGIVNEY what his direction 
was with the situation. Lieutenant MCGIVNEY instructed Sergeant VASQUEZ to have Officers 
HAYMAN and ENGELHARDT transport Officer TRACY to Rush Presbyterian hospital. 

Lieutenant MCGIVNEY then returned the semi-automatic to PPO MAGERS. Lieutenant 
MCGIVNEY then told Sergeant VASQUEZ that he would relieve him of any investigative 
responsibilities and make whatever notifications necessary. Sergeant VASQUEZ completed no 
paperwork because he was instructed by Lieutenant MCGIVNEY not until requested. Sergeant 
VASQUEZ made no other notifications of this incident other than Lieutenant MCGIVNEY. 

Sergeant VASQUEZ denied most of the allegations made against him. He stated that he did not fail 
to conduct a preliminary investigation into shots fired by a Department member because he notified 
his superior. He also said that he did not submit a written report about the incident because he was 
instructed not to by Lieutenant MCGIVNEY. He made no other notifications of this incident because 
Lieutenant MCGIVNEY told him that he would make any and all notifications necessary. Sergeant 
VASQUEZ said that he did not administer a Breathalyzer to Officer TRACY because his 
intoxication was not in question. Sergeant VASQUEZ admitted that he failed to ensure completion 
of a hospitalization case report as he was informed by Lieutenant MCGIVNEY that he would 
complete any and all reports. (Att. #48) 

In the statement taken from the accused, Lieutenant Michael MCGIVNEY #342, on 21 February 
2002, he stated essentially the same information e added that he was asked 

via the radio by Sergeant VASQUEZ to come and nothing further. Upon 

arrival; "LieatenanrMGGIVNEY met Sergeant' VASQUEZ-away from Beat 811 and conversed. 
Sergeant VASQUEZ told him that an off-duty officer may have discharged his fireann at this 
location. Lieutenant MCGIVNEY entered the residence and observed Officer TRACY sitting on 
the living room couch. Lieutenant MCGIVNEY attempted to interview Officer TRACY but he was 
crying and said that he needed help and wanted to commit suicide. It was obvious to Lieutenant 
MCGIVNEY that Officer TRACY was drinking heavily due to smell of alcohol from him and his 
“unstable emotional condition.” 

Lieutenant MCGIVNEY toured the house and with the information received and evidence observed, 
Lieutenant MCGIVNEY did conclude that Officer TRACY had discharged his firearm but made no 
notifications. Lieutenant MCGIVNEY stated that the lack of paperwork, the failure to make proper 
notification and failure to conduct a thorough and proper investigation into the incident was all his 
fault. Lieutenant MCGIVNEY added that at the time of the incident his “immediate concern was 
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the fragile mental and emotional condition of Officer TRACY.” Further, “His [Officer TRACY] 
statements alluding to his thoughts of suicide and desperate pleas for help stemming from alcohol 
abuse, focused my efforts on persuading him to recognize and accept his need for professional help 
and to ensure that he received this assistance as soon as possible.” Lieutenant MCGIVNEY stated, 
“Although initiated in good conscience, my judgement was in error. Any actions taken were done 
upon my direction. I am solely responsible for tire decisions and any failures related to the incident.” 
(Atts. #52, 52A) 

In the statement and taken from the accused, PPO Karen MAGERS, on 25 March 2002, she stated 
that she left her home at approximately 2030 hours. Officer TRACY was at their home, 5858 South 
Rutherford when she left for the evening, Officer TRACY was quiet. PPO MAGERS stated that he 
had not consumed alcohol prior to her departure. While she was out, she received about thirteen 
voice mail messages on her cell phone from Officer TRACY. He was telling her to come home but 
made no mention about hurting or killing himself. PPO MAGERS stated that he did sound as though 
he had been drinking because of “slurred speech” and “crackling of his voice.” PPO MAGERS did 
not actually speak with Officer TRACY until she was on her way home. He told her that she would 
not have to worry about him smoking in the house and nothing further. PPO MAGERS contacted 
her neighbor, PO Alexandra MARTINEZ, and asked her if her door was open became Officer 
TRACY had indicated that she would not have to worry about him smoking anymore and the 
ventilation. Officer MARTINEZ informed her that her blinds were blowing form the open window. 

When PPO MAGERS’ arrived home, she observed that her side door was open. She entered the 
home and found it dark with the exception of two lights on. Officer TRACY was seated at the 
kitchen table, his weapon was top of the table with an empty magazine, three spent casings were on 
the kitchen floor; TAglasstliaTwas half empty of an alcoholic-beverage was also an thetablc: PPO 
MAGERS grabbed the weapon and the magazine. She put them in her waistband. Officer TRACY 
had a telephone to his ear. He told her that he was on the telephone with the district desk. PPO 
MAGERS took the phone and told the person on the other line, a male, that Officer TRACY had 
attempted to commit suicide and a supervisor was needed immediately because shots had been fired. 
Although Officer TRACY did not inform PPO MAGERS that he discharged his firearm, she 
presumed so because she observed the empty magazine. 

The police arrived immediately and PPO MAGERS answered the door. She handed the weapon from 
her waistband to Sergeant VASQUEZ. She related to him what she found when she came home. 
PPO MAGERS and Sergeant VASQUEZ toured the house and discovered three bullet holes in a 
mirror cabinet, two bullet holes in a door and that a sliding door had been shattered. Lieutenant 
MCGIVNEY arrived. Sergeant VASQUEZ and Lieutenant MCGIVNEY told PPO MAGERS that 
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everything was going to be okay. They said they would take Officer TRACY to the hospital. They 
left shortly thereafter. PPO MAGERS started to cleanup and threw away the three shell casings she 
observed when she initially arrived home. 

Later that day. Sergeant TANDYK arrived and observed the damage inside her home. Sergeant 
TANDYKmade notifications and more police arrived, including an Evidence Technician. A criminal 
damage to property report was completed (RD#HH165372). PPO MAGERS submitted a To-From 
report of this incident to her home room instructor at the academy the following day. 

(That report indicates essentially the same information as PPO MAGERS related in her statement. 
Additionally, it is noted that Officer TRACY had threatened to take his life and that PPO MAGERS 
attempted to calm him down. She then wrote that upon her arrival home, she observed Officer 
TRACY and noticed his weapon and empty magazine. The rest of PPO MAGERS’ To-From report 
contains essentially the same information as her statement.) (Att. #77) 

PPO MAGERS said that Officer TRACY threatened to take his life when she got home and she tried 
to calm him down on the telephone prior to her arrival home. 

PPO MAGERS stated that sometime in 1997, Officer TRACY was showing her how to clean a gun. 
At that time, he accidentally discharged his firearm. PPO MAGERS said that it was discharged only 
once and that he had not fired his weapon again in the house until this incident. PPO MAGERS did 
not know if Officer TRACY reported the incident. PPO MAGERS was not a Department member 
at this time. PPO MAGERS denied the allegations made against her. (Att. #76 ) 

In the statements taken by PO Michael TRACY #14349; w29 Mardh 2002,and 05 April 2002, he 
stated that on 03 February 2002, at approximately 0100 hours, he returned home after having dinner 
with his mother. He took a couple of prescription pills to ease pain that he was experiencing and has 
been on-going since August 2001. He also continued to consume an unknown amount of alcohol. 
Officer TRACY called PPO MAGERS but got her voice mail. He called her several times and left 
messages stating words to the effect of, “When are you? When are you coming home?” He stated 
that he was only concerned about where she was. Officer TRACY denied being upset at the prospect 
that Officer MAGERS may have a new boyfriend. 

Officer TRACY, who was not feeling any better and still had a bad headache, became “frustrated 
and irritable.” He “wanted to blow off some steam so (he) fired a couple of shots in the house.” He 
stated that he discharged his weapon less than five times. When Officer TRACY did eventually 
contact PPO MAGERS, he did not tell her that he had discharged his firearm. 
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When PPO MAGERS arrived home, Officer TRACY was on the telephone with 008 th District 
personnel. He denied telling 008 th District personnel or PPO MAGERS that he wanted to hurt 
himself or commit suicide. The police arrived but Officer TRACY staled that he had no recollection 
of what occurred upon their arrival. He claimed no memory about speaking with Sergeant 
VASQUEZ or seeing Lieutenant MCGrVNEY. Hedidrecal! telling the patrol officers thathewanted 
to sign himself into a hospital. He denied wanting to hurt himself to the officers who responded. 
Officer TRACY stated that he completed no paperwork about this incident because he believed the 
police on the scene were completing the necessary paperwork. 

Officer TRACY stated in 1997, he accidentally discharged his firearm at 

while cleaning it. He stated that he contacted the 008 th District desk and spoke with an officer who 
is now deceased. That officer told Officer TRACY that he would “take care of it.” Officer TRACY 
completed no paperwork for this incident. 

Officer TRACY denied the allegations made against him. (Atts: #86,98) 
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CONCLUSION: 

The reporting investigator recommends a finding of SUSTAINED for Allegation #1 that Officer 
TRACY discharged his weapon without justification. Although, Officer TRACY believes that 
“blowing of steam” is grounds for discharging his weapon, it clearly is a violation of Department 
rules and directives. 

The reporting investigator recommends a finding of SUSTAINED for Allegation #2 that Officer 
TRACY failed to make proper notifications of a weapons discharge. Officer TRACY failed to notify 
OEC that he discharged a weapon. Had he followed Department procedure, OEC would have made 
all other proper notifications. Officer TRACY has been with the Department since 1975, and there 
is no excuse for his lack of responsibility to follow Department directives. Furthermore, Officer 
TRACY had discharged his weapon and failed to follow procedures in the past (1997) and therefore 
had greater knowledge of what is expected in accordance with the Department. 

The reporting investigator recommends a finding of EXONERATED for Allegation #3 that Officer 
TRACY failed to submit a Weapons Discharge Report. Officer TRACY did not submit a report and 
was not capable of submitting a report at the time. In this situation, the Weapons Discharge Report 
should have been completed by a supervisor. 

The reporting investigator recommends a finding of SUSTAINED for Allegation #4 that Officer 
TRACY was intoxicated. Officer TRACY admitted to consuming numerous amounts of alcoholic 
beverages. He was described by Sergeant VASQUEZ as being in a “drunken stupor” and indicated 
that he had no doubt in his mind that he was intoxicated. In fact. Sergeant VASQUEZ further stated 
that “Officer TRACY’s intoxication was not in question.” Sergeant HENCKE stated that he could 
allude that Officer TRACY had been consuming alcohol because he was “slurring, highly excited 
arid repetitious '’ 

The reporting investigator recommends a finding of SUSTAINED for Allegation #5 that Officer 
TRACY possessed a handgun that is not registered with the City of Chicago. Although, Officer 
TRACY produced a Firearms Owner Identification card for his Smith and Wesson .357 (Serial 
#BSR8933), the weapon itself is not registered with the Department and City of Chicago. 

The reporting investigator recommends a finding of SUSTAINED for Allegation #6 that Officer 
TRACY discharged his firearm and failed to make proper notifications on an unknown date and 
time. Officer TRACY failed to contact OEC about the accidental discharge and managed to avoid 
completing any paperwork of this incident based on the improper notification. 

The reporting investigator recommends a finding of SUSTAINED for Allegation #7 that Officer 
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TRACY failed to provide the Department with a current addres^^deghonyiumber. Officer 
TRACY failed to inform the Department that he has resided several 

years. 

The reporting investigator recommends a finding of UNFOUNDED for Allegation #1 that PPO 
MAGERS had knowledge of misconduct on the part of a Department member and failed to follow 
the provisions of General Order 93-3, Addendum 02A, Section II, A-5 andB-1. Based on Sergeant 
VASQUEZ’s and Lieutenant MCGIVNEY’s failure to abide by Department rules and procedures, 
they also failed to instruct PPO MAGERS to complete a To/From report about the incident. PPO 
MAGERS did inform personnel at the academy about the incident and submitted a report. 

The reporting investigator recommends a finding of NOT SUSTAINED for Allegation #2 that PPO 
MAGERS received numerous telephone calls from Officer TRACY indicating that he would hurt 
himself and she took no action. There is insufficient evidence to prove or disprove that PPO 
MAGERS had knowledge prior to her arrival home that Officer TRACY may hurt himself. 

The reporting investigator recommends a finding of UNFOUNDED for Allegation #3 that PPO 
MAGERS was aware of Officer TRACY accidentally discharging his firearm and failing to report 
same. Although, PPO MAGERS was a witness to the accidental discharge incident in 1997, she was 
not a Department member at that time. 

The reporting investigator recommends a finding of SUSTAINED for Allegation #1 that Sergeant 
VASQUEZ responded to the scene of shots fired by a Department member and failed to ensure that 
the proper notifications were made. Although, Sergeant VASQUEZ informed Lieutenant 
“MCGIVNEY about the iricidenT.'Ke failed 16 notify tlie Office of Emergency C6ffimunicatl"o'rtS'Sittce 
it was known that Officer TRACY had not made the proper notification and Sergeant VASQUEZ 
further failed to notify the 008 lh District desk sergeant. Although Sergeant VASQUEZ stated that 
he could not confirm with Officer TR ACY that he had discharged his weapon it was obvious; PPO 
MAGERS handed him an empty magazine and a weapon. Sergeant VASQUEZ stated, “I could tell 
that it had been discharged because it wasn’t clean.” Furthermore, PPO MAGERS toured her home 
with Sergeant VASQUEZ pointing out the damage caused by Officer TRACY’s recent discharges. 

The reporting investigator recommends a finding of SUSTAINED for Allegation #2 that Sergeant 
VASQUEZ failed to ensure that the scene of the shots fired was protected. Sergeant VASQUEZ had 
knowledge that Officer TRACY had fired his weapon and failed to follow Department directives to 
secure and contain all evidence. 

The reporting investigator recommends a finding of SUSTAINED for Allegation #3 that Sergeant 
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VASQUEZ failed ,to conduct a preliminary investigation into the shots fired by a Department 
member. Sergeant VASQUEZ had knowledge that Officer TRACY had fired his weapon and failed 
to follow Department directives to perform all related duties for conducting a thorough preliminary 
investigation. 

The reporting investigator recommends a finding of SUSTAINED for Allegation #4 that Sergeant 
V AS QUEZ failed to ensure that PPO MAGERS submit a written report about her knowledge of the 
shots fired. Sergeant VASQUEZ had knowledge that Officer TRACY had fired his weapon and 
failed to follow Department directives by insuring that PPO MAGERS completed a To/From report 
regarding her knowledge of the incident. 

The reporting investigator recommends a finding of SUSTAINED for Allegation #5 that Sergeant 
VASQUEZ failed to submit a report summarizing the facts of the shots fired incident. Lieutenant 
MCGIVNEY’s instructions to Sergeant VASQUEZ to not complete any paperwork does not relieve 
Sergeant VASQUEZ from his duties and or obligations to adhere to Department orders and 
directives. Sergeant VASQUEZ had knowledge that Officer TRACY had fired his weapon and 
failed to document anything about the incident. 

The reporting investigator recommends a finding of SUSTAINED for Allegation #6 that Sergeant 
VASQUEZ failed to obtain a CR number and conduct a thorough preliminary investigation into the 
allegations of misconduct. Sergeant VASQUEZ had knowledge that Officer TRACY had fired his 
weapon and that the discharge may be unjustified. Sergeant VASQUEZ had the responsibility to 
initiate a complaint register number and failed to follow Department directives which action on his 
part without looking to higher authority. 

The reporting investigator recommends a finding of SUSTAINED for Allegation #7 that Sergeant 
VASQUEZ failed to have a Breathalyzer administered to Officer TRACY. Sergeant VASQUEZ 
clearly had knowledge that Officer TRACY had consumed alcohol and that Officer TRACY’s 
overall demeanor was indicative of intoxication but he failed to have Officer TRACY submit to a 
Breathalyzer. 

The reporting investigator recommends a finding of UNFOUNDED for Allegation #8 that Sergeant 
VASQUEZ failed to ensure that a hospitalization case report was completed after Officer TRACY 
was transported to a hospital. According to General Order 99-08, “supervisors may authorize 
Department transportation to a mental health intake facility for persons seeking voluntary 
admission”; however, there is no language about any forms that must completed by those units 
transporting.

She related that she arrived home around 0245hrs to 
find P.O. Tracy sitting at the kitchen table, talking to someone on the phone. On the table was his 
semi-automatic pistol with the clip out and he was drinking a large glass of alcohol. She 
immediately secured the weapon, and when she inquired who he was talking to, he replied the 
police, she grabbed the phone and told the person on the other end to get the police here quick. 
Approximately 5 minutes later the police arrived and removed him from the house and they left 
for Rush Hospital. While at the residence Sgt. Tandyk observed bullet holes in a mirrored door in 
an adjacent room and that P.P.O. Magers informed her that they weren’t there prior to her 
leaving. After appraising the undersigned of this, Sgt. Tandyk was instr ucted to obtain the above 
mentioned complaint register number. 

Upon being informed of the above mentioned facts, the undersigned 
infonned ADS Kajari, who was present in the 008 th district on an unrelated incident. The

undersigned along with ADS Kajari, responded to the scene . Once at the scene the undersigned 
interviewed P.P.O. Magers who related in essence but not verbatim the following: She and P.O. 
Tracy have lived together at this location since 1997 and that one month ago decided to end their 
relationship because, of his drinking, however she was allowing P.O. I racy to sleep in die 
bedroom in the basement until an apartment in a building they had purchased would be available. 
She related that on 2 February 02, she saw P.O. Tracy at 1730hrs and he was going out to dinner 
with his mother. She related that she left at 2030hrs and that P.O. Tracy called her numerous 
times on her cell phone questioning her whereabouts and requesting her to come home. She 
related that she arrived home at 0245hrs and observed P.O. Tracy sitting at the kitchen table, 
talking on the telephone relating that he didn’t want to live anymore and I hate my life. She also 
observed his semi-automatic pistol on the table with the clip beside it and he was drinking a large 
glass of whiskey. When she asked who he was speaking to, he replied the police, I need help. At 
this time she grabbed the phone and told the person on ihc other end to get the police here 
immediately."She related that approximately 5 minutes later the police arrived, and removed him 
from the house taking him to Rush hospital detox unit. 

While on the scene the undersigned observed the following: One 
bullet hole in a kitchen cabinet, one bullet hole in the kitchen wall, two bullet holes in a basement 
door, three bullet holes in a mirrored free standing closet in the rear bedroom and a boarded up 
sliding glass window leading to the back yard. A bullet hole was also observed in the swimming 
pool, which was through and through, the garage had a bullet hole in the E/side coinciding with 
the hole from the pool. Crime Lab Beat 9603 responded to the scene and recovered the 
following: four 380 cartridge casing from a garbage bag, one fired bullet recovered inside the 
garage in a power painter box,(through and through bullet from the pool) 1 fired bullet inside a 
garbage can outside , co-mingled with broken glass. 

Detectives Scanlon #20922 and Foster #20258 from Area 1 Violent 
Crimes responded to the scene and conducted a canvass of the area. They canvassed five houses, 
two had no answer and three heard or saw nothing . 


Three of P.O. Tracy’s weapons were recovered from Mr. James 
Walsh, who is the Operations Director of Ranger Security, which is owned by the accused.. All 
three weapons checked clear and registered to P.O. Tracy. Gun Registration check revealed that 
P.O. Tracy has a total of six weapons registered, the whereabouts of the additional weapons is 
unknown at this time. The weapons were inventoried in the 008* district and hand carried to the 
crime lab at Homan Square, by Bt. 820 Sgt. Christine Pickering.

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Capt. Czubak was contacted by the Office of Professional 
Standards that an anonymous tele phone caller stated th ere had been "multiple shots fired" 
at the home of two police officers, sometime overnight. The Captain 

checked the ICAM and learned there were no calls for service at that location. Further, he 
checked the OEC Event History Records and learned that at 0246 hours, Beat 810 went out 
of service at 5858 S. Rutherford, assisted by Beats 811 and 890. 

Capt. Czubak sent a sergeant to that address to ascertain the well¬ 
being of the officers and to conduct an investigation. PPO Karen Magers was at home and 
gave the sergeant the following information: 

Police Officer Michael Tracy, who is currently on the Medical, 
also resides at that address. The two officers are currently in the process of ending their 
relationship, though they still share the same house. Officer Magers, in an interview with the 
undersigned, related that Tracy has been depressed lately and has increased his drinking. On 
02 February 2002, at 2000 hours, she left the house to study with police academy friends. At 
0245 hours she returned home to find Tracy sitting at the kitchen table with a handgun, clip 
removed, talking on the telephone. A short time later, police officers from the 8 th District 
arrived at the home. Tracy was taken by them to Rush-Pres-St. Luke’s Hospital Detox 
Center. Magers reported to the undersigned that the 8* h District officers walked through the 
house and observed bullet holes in doors, cabinets and through the rear sliding glass door. 
The officers left the house. 


Capt. Czubak obtained Complaint Register #278101 for failure 
to make proper notification after a weapons discharge. The undersigned made notifications, 
summoned Area One Detectives, Crime Laboratory Investigators, and supervisors to the 
house. Crime Lab personnel recovered four cartridge cases and one bullet from within the 
house and one bullet from the rear garage (it was determined that the slug traveled through 

-the-glassrslidingrdoor, thrmiglrthe swimming pwoTwHll,'skipped' on the surface ice,Through 

the garage wall and came to rest in a box containing a paint sprayer). 

Detectives conducted a canvass of the surrounding homes: 5856 
and 5852 S. Rutherford, 5851,5855 and 5859 S. Oak Park.

After he talked to her, he came back to the living room to speak with 
Officer Tracy and I went into the kitchen to speak with PPO Magers again. 
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Q What was the extent of the conversation between PPO Magers and Lt. McGivney? 

A I don’t know. 

Q What was the extent of the conversation between Officer Tracy and Lt. McGivney the 
second time? 

A I don’t know. 

Q During the time Lt. McGivney was talking with Officer Tracy in the living room, where 
was Beat 811? 

A I think they were in the foyer away from the sofa. 

Q Why did you go to the kitchen to speak with PPO Magers again? 

A To see if I can get more information regarding what occurred in the house, to check on 
her safety or did her son needed to be located, things of that nature. 

Q Did you have any indication that a domestic disturbance had occurred between Officer 
Tracy and PPO Magers? 

A No. I specifically inquired as to a domestic fight or dispute, she said no that Officer Tracy 
was in the process of moving out of the house and moving in with his brother. And that 
Officer Tracy was li ving in the basement of the house while her and her son lived oil the 
main level of the house. 

Q What further information did you obtain from PPO Magers at this time? 

A Nothing other than the relationship and how it was going sour. That she in fact had a new 

boyfriend and that he was having a difficult time handling it, along with losing his 
daughter in a traffic crash. 

Q To your knowledge, how does Officer Tracy have access to the main level of the house 
if he resides in the basement? 

A There were no locks to the door, I guess separating the basement from the main level. It’s 
a single family home. There are no restrictions from the basement and main level. An 
agreement of Officer Tracy staying it the basement and PPO Magers on the main level. 

Q After you spoke with PPO Magers in the. kitchen, what happened next? 

A She continued speaking about the relationship. She informed me that Officer Tracy had 
bought the house and had put it in her name because he did not want his ex-wife to know. 
She further stated that she involved in another relationship with another recruit at the 
academy and that upon informing Officer Tracy that she found a new man, he became 
very depressed. This coupled with tire fact that he was on the medical for an injury he 
received, 1 think while working, aggravated the already strained relationship they had.

She continued to inform me that Officer 1 racy was not a violent 
man a very loving man and that she did not want him to lose his job and that we 
understand that he did not threatened her, she did not fear for her safety, she just wan e 
him to get some medical help.

St Luke’s where he apparently had a doctor that was treating him for psychological 
problems Lt Mc-Givney further stated that he was going to make the decision and give 
PPO Magers the weapons, the one that she had turned over to me at the front door, where 
she agreed to put in the safe for safe keeping. He told me that he was going to relieve me 
of any investigative responsibilities and that he would make whatever notifications were 
needed. I instructed Beat 811 to transport Officer Tracy to Rush Presb. St. Luke’s where 
Officer Tracy was going to sign himself in.

I again spoke with PPO Magers and informed her of what Lt. McGivney was 
croing to do She stated that she understood what was being done and no reports made 
That the main objection was to get Officer Tracy to the hospital to receive the medical 
nUftntiom necessary.

She further stated that she in fact, 
insist the he move out when he came out of the hospital.

I. PURPOSE 
This order: 

A states the immunity provision of the Illinois Department of Human Services 
Mental Health and Developmental Disabilities Code (405 ILCS 5). 

B. outlines procedures for: 


handling persons subject to involuntary admission to a designated 
mental health intake facility. 

assisting persons seeking voluntary admission to a mental health 
intake facility. 

handling a person who is classified as being an Unauthorized 
Absence (UA) from an Illinois Department of Human Services (IDHS) 
facility. 

locating and returning persons who are on a UA from an IDHS facility. 

processing persons who are on a UA from an IDHS facility and are in 
police custody for a criminal offense. 

handling persons in custody and in need of immediate mental 
treatment. 


C. discontinues the use of the Emergency Admittance, Mentally Disturbed form 
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(CPD-11.465). 

D. provides an addendum listing designated mental health intake facilities. 

II. DEFINITIONS 

For purposes of this order, the following definitions will apply: 

A. Illinois Department of Human Services Facility (IDHS) - facility run by the 
State for patients who are receiving psychiatric treatment. 

B In Loco Parentis - in the place of a parent; instead of a parent; charged, 
factitiously, with a parent’s rights, duties, and responsibilities. (Black's Law 
Dictionary - Fifth Edition - 1979) 

C Mental Health Intake Facility - facilities where a person in need of 
psychiatric evaluation is initially taken by assigned Department members. 

NOTE: If the mental health intake facility determines that the person 

is in need of psychiatric treatment, that mental health intake 
facility will be responsible for transporting the patient to the 
IDHS facility. 

D. Mental Retardation - significantly subaverage general intellectual 
functioning which exists concurrently with impairment in adaptive behavior 
and which originates before the age of 18 years. (405 ILCS 5/1-116) 

E. Minor - a person under 18 years of age. (405 ILCS 5/1-117) 

F. Unauthorized Absence (UA) - a patient who is absent from an IDHS facility 
without permission. 

III. STATEMENT OF LAW 

A. IMMUNITY PROVISION OF THE MENTAL HEALTH AND 
DEVELOPMENTAL DISABILITIES CODE 

"All persons acting in good faith and without negligence in connection with 
the preparation of applications, petitions, certificates or other documents, for 
the apprehension, transportation, examination, treatment, habitation, 
detention or discharge of an individual under the provisions of this act incur 
no liability, civil or criminal, by reason of such acts." (405 ILCS 5/6-103) 
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B. 


PERSON SUBJECT TO INVOLUNTARY ADMISSION 


“Person subject to involuntaiy admission" means a person with mental illness 
and who because of his or her illness is reasonably expected to inflict serious 
ohvsical harm upon himself or herself or another in the near future, or a 
person with mental illness and who because of his or her is unab e o 

provide for his basic physical needs so as to guard himself or herself from 
serious harm." (405 ILCS 5/1-119) 


NOTE: 


Individuals afflicted with "mental retardation" will not be 
subjected to admission to a mental health intake facility unless 
preliminary investigation by Department members reveals the 
individual meets the criteria established in Item IV-A or the 
Department member is in receipt of an order issued by an 
appropriate court.

PERSONS SUBJECT TO INVOLUNTARY ADMISSION 

A A Department member will take a person into custody and transport him to 
a mental health intake facility when: 

the member is furnished a completed and signed "Petition for 
Involuntary/Judicial Admission" (MHDD-5) and an "Order of Detention 
Examination, Evaluation" (MHDD-8) issued by the Circuit Court of 
Cook County commanding a peace officer to take custody an 
transport an adult person for a mental health examination, or 

the member is furnished a completed and signed "Application by an 
Adult for the Admission of a Minor” (MH-6) and an Order o 
Detention, Examination, Evaluation" (MHDD-8) issued by the C.rcui 
Court of Cook County commanding a peace officer to take custody 
and transport a minor person for a mental health examination, or 

the member is furnished a completed and signed "Mentamealth and 
Developmental Disabilities Invoiuntary/Judicial Certificate (MHDD-6)

R When a Department member receives information from a third party that a 
person has exhibited aberrant behavior, the member may consider this 
information as personal observation. If the third party is unwilling or unable 
to sian the petition for involuntary admission, the member may sign the 
"Petition for Invoiuntary/Judicial Admission" (MHDD-5) for an adult person or 
an "Application by an Adult for the Admission of a Minor" (MH-6) or take 
other police action based on the facts of the preliminary investigation The 
member will include on the petition for involuntary admission a detailed 
description of the aberrant behavior as stated to the member by the third 
oartv The member will also include in the narrative portion of the petition lor 
involuntary admission the relationship of the third party to the person who 
exhibited the aberrant behavior as well as the name, address, and phone 
number of the person reporting the aberrant behavior. 

r Persons subject to involuntary admission will be transported by a Department 
member to the designated mental health intake facility in accordance with the 
^Hrtonrtiim to this directive.

Mental health intake facilities for Districts 011 and 020 are not 
eouipped to handle violent individuals in need of mental 
treatment.

B Any person may be admitted to a designated mental health intake facility, in 
accordance with the addendum to this order, as a voluntary patient for 
treatment of a mental illness, upon filing of an application with the facility. 

1. The application for voluntary admission of a person 18 years of age 
or older may be executed by: 

a. the person seeking admission, or 

b. any interested person, 18 years of age or older, at the request 
of the person seeking admission.

Inquiry Section, Records Division, regarding a minor UA: 

1 . the watch manager will ensure that it is forwarded to the appropriate 
zone. 

2 . the zone’s primary dispatcher will dispatch the event to a field unit 
which will respond to the location from which the minor UA was 
reported absent. 

B. When notified by OEC to attempt to locate a minor UA, the assigned field 

unit will: 

1 . respond to the location from which the minor UA was reported absent. 

2. follow procedures outlined in the General Order entitled, "Missing/

C. When a Department member encounters an on-view minor and preliminary 

investigation reveals the minor may be a UA, the Department member will:

2 . return a minor UA to the nearest IDHS contracted community hospital 
according to the addendum to this directive.

When a Department member receives information that an individual may be 
an adult UA, or encounters a possible on view adult UA, the Department 
member will request the OEC to conduct a Hot Desk and LEADS/NCIC 
inquiry (name check) to verify the adult UA's status and to ascertain from 
which IDHS facility the adult UA was reported absent. 

When the name check reveals the individual is an adult UA and was a 
voluntary admission to a mental health facility, the Department member 

will: 

1 not forcibly return the adult UA to the nearest mental health facility. 

NOTE: An adult UA who admitted himself voluntarily to a 

mental health facility may not be compelled to return to 
the mental health facility against his will unless the adult 
UA exhibits aberrant behavior or a Department member 
believes the adult UA may be a danger to himself or

if the adult UA is willing to return to the IDHS facility, transport and 
return an adult UA to the nearest IDHS facility (see below), regardless 
of the location from which the adult UA was originally reported absent.

Report indicating the adult UA refuses to return to the mental 
health facility. 

d. if the adult UA refuses to sign the Miscellaneous Incident 
Exception Report, the Department member will so indicate in 
the narrative portion of the Miscellaneous Incident Exception 

Report. 

When the name check reveals an individual is an adult UA and was 
involuntarily admitted to a mental health facility, the Department member 
will: 

1. transport the adult UA to the nearest mental health facility. 


An individual who is an adult UA from a mental health 
facility and was a patient at such facility due to 
involuntary admission will be returned to the nearest 
IDHS facility listed in Item IX-B-3, regardless of the UA’s 
desire not to return to the IDHS facility. 


NOTE: 


if the name check reveals a Missing/Found Person case report was 
previously prepared, follow procedures outlined in the General Order 
entitled, "Missing/Found Persons." 

if the name check reveals a Missing/Found Person case report has 
not been prepared: 

a. complete a Miscellaneous Incident Exception Report. 

b. enter in the narrative portion of the Miscellaneous Incident 
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Exception Report the name of the mental health facility where 
the Department member transported the UA. 

X. ARRESTEES IN NEED OF MENTAL HEALTH EVALUATION 

A. Arrestees charged with any offense, who are in need of mental health 

evaluation, will be transported to the nearest approved mental health intake 

facility for evaluation in accordance with the addendum to this directive. 

NOTE: Arrestees charged with any offense requiring a judge's bond, 

who require mental health evaluation/admittance to a mental 
health facility, will be processed in accordance with the 
General Order entitled "Hospitalized Arrestees.'' These 
arrestees will not be issued an individual recognizance 
bond as an incapacitated individual.

4. if the arrestee refuses or is incapable of signing the Individual Bond, 
request permission from the on-duty watch commander to release the 
arrestee as an "Incapacitated Individual." 
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5. after receiving approval from the on-duty watch commander, enter the 
phrase "Incapacitated Individual" on the "Defendant's Signature" line 
of the Individual Bond. 

6. provide the arrestee with the white copy entitled "Defendant's Copy" 
of the Individual Bond. 

7. release the arrestee to the mental health intake facility personnel. 

8. return to the district of detention and provide the Individual Bond 
formset to the watch commander if the arrestee refused or was 
unable to sign the Individual Bond formset. 

NOTE: If the arrestee signed the Individual Bond formset, 

return the completed Individual Bond formset to the 
desk sergeant at the original district of detention for 
appropriate distribution. 

C. The desk sergeant will: 

1. inform the watch commander that the arrestee is being transported to 
a mental health intake facility for evaluation. 

2. inform the watch commander if the arrestee is admitted to the mental 
health intake facility. 

3. upon being notified by the transporting officers that the arrestee is 
being admitted to the mental health intake facility, prepare the 
appropriate Individual Bond for the arrestee after securing the on-duty 

watch commander's approval. 

4. ensure the completed Individual Bond is immediately delivered to the 
transport officers at the mental health intake facility. 

5. upon receipt of the completed Individual Bond formset, follow 
procedures outlined in the Department Special Order entitled "Bond 
Procedures." 


D. The watch commander will: 

1. upon receipt of the Individual Bond formset from the transporting

2 return the Individual Bond to the desk sergeant.

A. sets forth procedures for obtaining temporary replacement of prescribed 
firearms and ammunition, transferring, registering and re-registering duty 
related and personal firearms and reporting lost or stolen firearms.

REPLACEMENT FIREARMS AND AMMUNITION 

A. Prescribed Firearms 

1 Temporary replacement of a prescribed firearm may be obtained if the 
sworn member’s: 


I. 
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a prescribed firearm is lost, stolen, unserviceable, or has failed to 
pass inspection. With the approval of his unit/watch commander 
or the approval of the firearms range officer, a request for a 

temporary replacement firearm and ammunition will be made by 
submitting a report and all related documentation, such as case 
reports, gunsmith's repair receipts, purchase orders, etc., to the 
Office of the First Deputy Superintendent. 

b. prescribed firearm is to be examined by the Crime Laboratory 
Division. The member may request a temporary replacement of 
a prescribed firearm, if necessary by: 

(1) completing the Weapon Discharge Report (CPD-11.489) 
including the Firearm Loan Request section, and 
obtaining the unit/watch commander’s written approval 

(2) submitting a copy of the Weapon Discharge Report and 
a copy of the Property Inventory (CPD-34.523) listing the 
member’s prescribed firearm to the Office of the First 
Deputy Superintendent. 

2. A sworn member who has been issued a temporary replacement 
firearm will be responsible for the proper care, maintenance and return 
of the firearm to the Office of the First Deputy Superintendent. If a 
member must retain the replacement firearm for more than thirty days, 
he will appear in person at the Office of the First Deputy Superintendent 
with the loaned firearm and submit a report with his unit/watch 
commander’s approval explaining the reason(s) for the extension. 

3 . The B.O.S. Loan Receipt (CPD-20.012) will be prepared when a 
replacement firearm is issued. 

B. Replacement Ammunition 

Each district is supplied with two hundred +P, one hundred non +P and two 
hundred 9mm caliber prescribed cartridges. The watch commander is 
responsible for the security and issuance of the ammunition. Additional 
cartridges will be requested from the Equipment and Supply Section on a 
Material Requisition form (CP-GS-6). 

1 . Any member, regardless of assignment, may obtain replacement 
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ammunition for cartridges that are lost, stolen, damaged, defective or 
expended in the line of duty. This provision applies to .38 Special or 
9 mm caliber ammunition only. 

2. Whenever the replacement of cartridges becomes necessary, the 
requesting member will submit a copy of a Weapon Discharge Report 
and/or related documentation to the watch commander from the district 
of occurrence. 

3 . The watch commander will note the number and type of cartridges 
issued and sign his name and enter his rank on the reverse side of the 
report. The report will be forwarded to the district commander. 

C. Replacement Ammunition - Department Special Weapons 

Members will follow established material requisition procedures and submit 
copies of the Weapon Discharge Report and/or related documentation when 
requesting replacement of expended, damaged, lost, stolen or defective 
Department ammunition. 

HI. SALE/TRANSFER OF WEAPONS 

A. 430 ILCS article 65, Firearm Owners Identification Card Act states that no 
person may acquire or possess any firearm or firearm ammunition without 
having in his possession a current Firearm Owner’s Identification Card (FOID). 
Provisions of this article do not apply to law enforcement officials while 
engaged in the operation of their official duties. 

B The Violent Crime Control and Law Enforcement Act of 1994 (the Act) prohibits 
the manufacture, transfer and possession of semi-automatic assault weapons 
and prohibits the transfer and possession of high capacity ammunition feeding 
devices (magazines having a capacity of more than 10 rounds of ammunition). 
Exceptions to the restriction on assault weapons and high capacity magazines 
are provided to manufacturers for transfer to and possession by governmental 
entities and law enforcement officers employed by such entities for official use. 

C. A sworn member who wishes to purchase a duty-related. 

1. revolver will obtain one copy of the Authorization-Purchase of 
Firearm/Firearm Ammunition form. 
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2. semi-automatic pistol will obtain one copy of the Authorization-Purchase 
of Firearm/Firearm Ammunition and one copy of the Exemption to 
Purchase High Capacity Magazine/Assault Weapon forms. 

3. high capacity magazine will obtain one copy of the Exemption to 
Purchase High Capacity Magazine/Assault Weapon form. 

D. A sworn member not in possession of a valid FOID card or a sworn member 
who possess a valid FOID card and requests a waiver of the required waiting 
period, is required to obtain the Authorization-Purchase of Firearm/Firearm 
Ammunition form. 

E The Authorization-Purchase of Firearm/Firearm Ammunition and the Exemption 
to Purchase High Capacity Magazine/Assault Weapon forms are obtainable 
from the member’s unit of assignment. 

F The Authorization-Purchase Firearm/Firearm Ammunition form and/or the 
Exemption to Purchase High Capacity Magazine/Assault Weapon form will be 
retained by the firearm dealer as verification of the exempt status of the sworn 
member. 

G. Department members will not sell, give, lend or dispose of a firearm or other 
deadly weapon unless the transaction complies with city, state and Federal 
laws. 

H The sale and transfer of duty related firearms from one sworn member to 
another sworn member do not require the buyer to possess a FOID card. A 
FOID card is required for the sale and transfer of all non-duty related firearms. 

1 A member buying or receiving a firearm will obtain a Firearm Purchase 

Authorization form (CPD-31.220) obtainable from either the Field Inquiry 
Section or Gun Registration Section. The Firearm Purchase 
Authorization form, prepared in triplicate, authorizes the transfer of duty 
related firearms to Department sworn members without a FOID card 


a. Duty related firearms 

(1) The dealer/seller will complete the ''Dealer/Seller Section" 
of the Firearm Purchase Authorization form. The original 
Firearm Purchase Authorization form will be retained by 
the dealer/seller, one copy will be retained by the member 
and one copy will be forwarded to and retained by the 
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Gun Registration Section. The dealer/seiler will retain the 
original and the buyer will retain a copy of the Firearm 
Purchase Authorization form for their records for a period 
of 10 years from the date of transfer (430 ILCS 65/3). 

(2) The buyer will forward one copy of the Firearm Purchase 
Authorization form and a completed Firearms 
Registration Application (CPD-31.562, Rev. 1/95) to the 
Gun Registration Section. 

(3) The Firearms Registration Application will be processed 
in accordance with the provisions of Item V of this 
addendum. 

b. Non-duty related firearms 

(1) The original Firearm Purchase Authorization form along 
with the member's valid FOID card will be presented to 
the dealer/seller. The dealer/seller will complete the 
“Dealer/Seller Section" of the Firearm Purchase 
Authorization form. The dealer/seller will retain the 
original and the buyer will retain a copy of the Firearm 
Purchase Authorization form for their records for a period 
of 10 years from the date of transfer (430 ILCS 65/3). 

(2) The buyer will forward one copy of the Firearm Purchase 
Authorization form and a completed Firearms 
Registration Application with the required registration 
fee to the Gun Registration Section. 

2 |f the firearm is a duty related firearm, the completed Firearms 
Registration Application will be processed in accordance with the 
provisions of Item V of this addendum. 

Department members will not transfer a firearm or firearm item prohibited under 
the Act to any person not exempt from the prohibitions of the Act. 

Department members will not transfer a firearm and/or ammunition to a resident 
of the City of Chicago, except in accordance with the provisions of Section 8- 
20-170 of the Municipal Code of Chicago. All state and Federal laws will be 
complied with when transferring firearms. A member who transfers a firearm 
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and/or ammunition will submit a To-From-Subject report to the commanding 
officer of the Gun Registration Section. Members wiii retain a copy of the report 
for their records. The To-From-Subject will include: 

1 the name and address of the person to whom the firearm and/or 
ammunition was transferred. 

2. the date the transfer was made. 

IV. CITY REGISTRATION 

A. All firearms located in the City of Chicago must be registered and/or re¬ 
registered in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 8-20 of the Municipal 
Code of Chicago. It is the responsibility of the person owning or possessing 
a firearm to comply with these provisions. 

B. Sworn members will re-register non-duty related firearms annually at least sixty 
days prior to the expiration date indicated on the certificate. Sworn members 
are not required to re-register duty related firearms. 

C. Sworn members registering only duty related firearms, as identified in Addenda 
1,2, and 4A of this directive, are exempt from the registration fee. 

V. FIREARM REGISTRATION AND RE-REGISTRATION PROCEDURES 

A. A Firearm Registration Application must be completed for each firearm to be 
registered and/or re-registered. 

B. When registering duty and/or non-duty related firearms and/or re-registering 
non-duty related firearms, members will comply with all of the instructions stated 
on the reverse side of the Firearm Registration Application. In addition, a 
member registering a duty related firearm(s) only will: 

1 enter “CPD” and his unit number of assignment on the "A" and “B” 
portions of the application, in the box entitled “Business Address." 

2. submit the completed Firearm Registration Application to his unit/watch 
- commander. 

C Probationary police officers registering duty related firearms will submit an 
Affidavit of Employment (CPD-31.563) with their Firearms Registration 
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Application Non-probationary sworn members are not required to submit an 
Affidavit of Employment; the unit/watch commander's signature will serve as 
verification of employment in order to qualify for a fee waiver. 

D Members registering non-duty related firearms will submit the Firearm 
Registration Application(s), a copy of their current FOID card, and the 
registration fee directly to the Gun Registration Section. Department mail may 
be used. Do not separate the Firearms Registration Application(s). 

E. The unit/watch commander will: 

review Firearm Registration Applications, for duty related firearms only, 
to verify that: 

a. the named applicant is a sworn member of the Department. 

b. all instructions have been complied with and the necessary 
attachments have been submitted. 

c. the firearm listed on the application is a Department authorized 
duty related firearm. 

2 attest to the above facts by signing his name, star number, and unit 
number of assignment in the appropriate space of the "C” portion of the 
application. 

3 return the signed Firearm Registration Application to the member who 
will forward the application via Intra-Departmental mail to the Gun 
Registration Section, Room CL90, Daley Center. 

F Certificates of Registration for duty-related firearms will be returned to the unit 
indicated in the box entitled “Business Address" through Department mail. 
Certificates of Registration for sworn members no longer in the unit will be 
forwarded to their new unit of assignment by unit secretaries. Firearm 
Registration certificates for non-duty related firearms will be returned directly to 
the registering member. 

VI. REPORTING REQUIREMENTS, LOSS OR THEFT OF FIREARMS/WEAPONS 

A. Requirements 
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Firearms personally owned or possessed by sworn members and firearms 
and/or weapons owned by the Department or for which the Department is 
responsible are subject to the reporting procedures outlined in this and related 
Department directives. 


B. Responsibilities 


Member Reporting the Loss of Theft of Firearms/Weapons 


1. If the loss or theft occurs within the City of Chicago, the member will 
promptly report the incident to the Department. The member preparing 
the case report will: 

a. complete the appropriate case report in accordance with existing 
Department directives. 

b. ensure that a COS message is sent and that the COS message 
number is included in the narrative portion of the case report. 

c. mark the "Extra Copy Required" box, one copy to Gun 
Registration. 

2. If the member is unable to report the incident, the first on-duty supervisor 
having knowledge of the occurrence will assume the initial reporting 
responsibility. 

3. If the incident occurs outside the corporate boundaries of the City of 
Chicago, the member will: 
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a. promptly report the incident to the law enforcement agency 
having jurisdiction. 

b. record the responsible agency’s case or incident number and the 
LEADS/NCIC number. 


c. immediately notify the Communication Operations Section upon 
return to Chicago. The COS will assign a member who will 
prepare a General Offense Case Report (CPD-11.380) using 
either Offense Code 5080 (Other Non-Criminal Service 
Concerning Persons) or Offense Code 5081 (Other Non- 
Criminal Service Concerning Property). The beat of occurrence 
will be shown as 3100 for incidents occurring outside the 
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corporate boundaries of the City of Chicago. The heat, of 
occurrence will be shown as 4100 for incidents occurring outside 
of the State of Illinois. The narrative portion of the case report will 

include: 

(1) an accounting of the incident. 

(2) the manufacturer, model and serial number of the 
firearm/weapon. 

(3) the responsible agency’s incident/case report number 
and the LEADS/NCIC number. 

(4) a notation in the “Extra Copies Required" box, one copy 
to Gun Registration. 


Supervisory/Command Members 


Whenever an incident involves a firearm or weapon owned by the Department 
or a firearm or weapon for which the Department is responsible, 
supervisory/command members will ensure that. 


a. Operations Command is notified. 

b a copy of the case report and related documentation is forwarded to the 

Office of the First Deputy Superintendent.

3. Department members who are not directly assigned to a Complaint 
Register (CR) investigation, including members in command channel 
review will not contact complainants or witnesses for the purpose of 
reinvestigating, obtaining additional information, or clarifying 
information regarding the case. 

NOTE: This prohibition does not apply to Department members 

directed by the Superintendent to contact complainants 
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or witnesses to ensure compliance with this directive or 
to verify the information obtained during the 
investigation as part of an audit or quality control check. 


A Department member within the command channel review process 
with concerns regarding missing, erroneous, or vague information 
relative to a CR investigation will address those concerns in a 
nonconcurrence report.

B. Initiation Responsibilities and Procedures 



When misconduct is observed or a complaint relative to misconduct 
is received by supervisory or command personnel, they will initiate a 
complete and comprehensive investigation in accordance with this 
and other directives without looking to higher authority for such action. 

When reports of alleged or suspected violations are received, the 
supervisor or command officer who first receives information of the 
alleged violation will: 

a. report the information to the Office of Professional Standards 
by telephone within one hour after the information is received.

C. Office of Professional Standards 

The Office of Professional Standards investigates complaints of excessive 

force and other matters as directed by the Superintendent. The Office of 

Professional Standards will: 

1. upon receipt of a complaint of alleged misconduct against a member 
of the Department, 

a. register the complaint except when: 

(1) the complaint involves only differences of opinion 
between a Department member and a citizen as to 
whether a Personal Service Citation should have been 
issued. 

(2) the complaint involves only differences of opinion 
between Department members concerning the 
provisions of a Collective Bargaining Agreement. 

NOTE: In Items ll-C-l-a-(l) and (2) above, if 

there is an accompanying allegation of 
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misconduct, the complaint will be 
registered and the investigation will be 
directed toward that specific allegation. 

b. prepare a Complaint Against Department Member (CPD- 
44.202) form- set, including as many details and 
circumstances of the allegation as feasible. 

c. advise the person making the complaint of the Complaint 
Register number assigned. 

d. inform the complainant by mail of the Complaint Register 
number. 

e. notify the administrator and other members of the Office of 
Professional Standards, as appropriate. 

f. forward one copy of the Complaint Against Department 
Member formsetto the Internal Affairs Division. 

g. after an initial review regarding the nature of the allegations of 
misconduct, either: 

(1) investigate the complaint in a fair and impartial manner, 
or; 

(2) notify the Internal Affairs Division that the complaint 
involves allegations of misconduct that are not 
investigated by the Office of Professional Standards 

h. inform the complainant and the accused member by mail of 
the final classification of the complaint. 


review instances of injury or death of a person involving alleged action 
of a Department member (excluding automobile accidents unless 
assigned by the Superintendent) and conduct an independent 
investigation, when warranted. 

establish and maintain a liaison with the Cook County State's 
Attorney's Office, the United States Attorney's Office, the City 
Department of Law, the courts, bar associations, other law 
enforcement agencies, community groups, and represent the 
Superintendent in other matters as directed. 
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4, review all assigned cases wherein a member is recommended for 
separation and assist the Office of Legal Affairs in the preparation of 
cases for presentation to the Chicago Police Board as determined to 
be appropriate by the Commanding Officer of the Office of Legal 
Affairs. 

5. safeguard the Complaint Register and allow access only to: 

a. the Superintendent; 

b. the Deputy Superintendents; 

c. the General Counsel to the Superintendent; 

d. the Assistant Deputy Superintendent, Internal Affairs Division; 

e. the Assistant Deputy Superintendents, Operations Command; 

f. the Commander, Auditing and Internal Control Division; 

g. Commanding Officer, Office of Legal Affairs, and; 

h. any other member of the Department designated by written 
order of the Superintendent. 

D Internal Affairs Division 

1 The Internal Affairs Division investigates all complaints of misconduct 
against Department members not conducted by the Office of 
Professional Standards. 

2. The Internal Affairs Division may assist investigators engaged in 
complaint register investigations when requested to do so, and may 
provide such assistance without request if the seriousness of the 
alleged violation appears to warrant involvement of the Division in the 
investigation. 

3. Members of the Department who feel that they have been the subject 
of a false accusation or a contrived situation may request an 
investigation by the Internal Affairs Division by submitting a written 
report of the situation directly to the Superintendent of Police or the 
Assistant Deputy Superintendent, Internal Affairs Division. Members 
may submit this request without prior report to their superiors. 
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Upon receipt of a complaint for investigation from the Office of 
Professional Standards, the Internal Affairs Division will: 

a investigate the complaint or refer it to the appropriate 
command for investigation with photocopies of any related 


reports. 


b, inform the complainant and the accused member by mail of 
the final classification of the investigation at its conclusion. 

It is the responsibility of the Internal Affairs Division to: 

a establish and maintain a liaison with the Cook County State's 
Attorney's Office, the United States Attorney's Office, the 
courts, bar associations, other law enforcement agencies, 
community groups, and represent the Superintendent in 
matters as directed. 

b. review all assigned cases in which a member is recommended 
for separation. 

c. assist the Office of the Corporation Counsel in the preparation 
of cases for presentation to the Chicago Police Board as 
determined to be appropriate by the General Counsel to the 
Superintendent of Police and the Superintendent of Police. 


E. Command Consultation and Guidance 

Members assigned to the Internal Affairs Division, Office of Professional 
Standards, the Office of Legal Affairs, the General Counsel to the 
Superintendent, and the Assistant Deputy Superintendents assigned to 
Operations Command will be available for consultation and guidance relative 
to complaint register investigations. 

F. Superintendent of Police 

The Superintendent of Police will review recommendations for disciplinary 
action including those of a Complaint Review Panel and will take such action 
as he deems appropriate. Nothing in this order diminishes the authority o 
the Superintendent of Police to order suspensions, to separate provisional 
employees or probationary employees, or to file charges with the Police 
Board at his own discretion without regard to recommendations made by a 
Complaint Review Panel or subordinates.

I. PURPOSE 

This addendum identifies certain special situations and sets forth procedures for their 
investigation and processing. 

||. SPECIAL SITUATIONS 


A. Indebtedness 

1. Members who incur just debts are expected to liquidate such debts 
within a reasonable period of time.

2. Wages of public employees are not immune from garnishment. 

3 Any member receiving a complaint of indebtedness, other than a 
complaint of Indebtedness to the City of Chicago, will inform the creditor 
reporting such Indebtedness that an adequate remedy for a creditor is 

now provided by law. 

4. Complaints of Indebtedness to the City will be processed pursuant to the 

provisions of the Department directive entitled, "Indebtedness to the City 
of Chicago." 

(Item ll-A revised, 02 Dec 1996, Facsimile Message 96-004801). 
Arrest Warrants and Judicial Non-Traffic Summons for Department Members 
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1. A warrant clerk will, when preparing an application for a warrant against 
a Department member: 

a. follow the procedures outlined in the Department Special Order 
entitled "Judicial Non-Traffic Summons.” 

b. ascertain if a Complaint Register number has been obtained. 

c. immediately notify a supervisory member in instances where a 
Complaint Register number has not previously been obtained. 

d. accompany the complainant to court and inform the judge that the 
person against whom the complaint is being filed is a member 
of the Chicago Police Department and that the matter is being 
investigated by the Department. 

e. submit a brief report of the circumstances to the Office of 
Professional Standards or Internal Affairs Division, as 
appropriate. 

2. When a member assigned to serve a warrant determines that the 
person named in the warrant is a member of the Department, he will 
notify his supervisor who, in turn, will notify the Office of Professional 
Standards. The Complaint Register number assigned by the Office of

3. Whenever a member of the Department is subjected to a physical arrest 
by the Chicago Police Department for other than a traffic or conservation 
offense, the case will be set for a court hearing within five days after the 
date of arrest. 

4 Whenever a member of the Department is subjected to a physical arrest 

for a traffic or conservation offense, the case will be set, for a court 
hearing in accordance with existing Department directives. 


C. The Polygraph 

1. When a polygraph examination is deemed necessary, the complainant 
will be requested to take a polygraph examination first. 

2. If the complainant does not take the polygraph exam, the accused police

officer will not be requested to take a polygraph exam. 

If the complainant takes the polygraph exam and the results indicate 
deception, the accused officer may be requested to take a polygraph

When the polygraph is used, the accused member will be advised 24 
hours prior to the administering of the tests, in writing, of any questions 
to which the Department will request an answer. 

If the officer under investigation requests to take a polygraph exam, he 
mav do so However, an officer shall not be disciplined for refusal to 
take a polygraph exam, and the results of the polygraph exam shall not 
be admissible as evidence in proceedings before the Police Board, or 
in any proceedings where the officer may appeal to the Police Board 
unless by Illinois or Federal Court decision or Illinois Statute such 
evidence becomes admissible before the Police Board.

i every instance when a person is arrested for Resisting a Police 
Jfficer Obstructing a Police Officer, Assault of a Police Officer, and/or 
jattery of a Police Officer, the arresting officer and the booking officer 
m notify the district watch commander immediately. The arresting 
>fficer when appropriate, will also follow the procedures contained in 
he Department Special Order entitled "Police Officer's Battery 
teDortinq Procedures." 


The watch commander will personally conduct a complete and thorough 
investigation into the circumstances of the arrest and any injuries. This 
must include an interview of the arrestee(s) and the arresting officer(s) 
and, when circumstances permit, the taking of photographs. 


When improper action of the arresting officer is indicated during the 
investigation, the watch commander will immediately notify the ofiice of 
Professional Standards and obtain a Complaint Register number. 


4 . Before completing his tour of duty, the watch commander will prepare: 
a. in a To-From-Subject format, a comprehensive report of his 
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investigation when the findings are inconclusive or a violation of 
Department policy is noted. This report, with all available related 
documents, will be distributed as a package as follows: original 

to the Office of Professional standards, 1 (one) copy to each: the 
Office of the First Deputy Superintendent, appropriate Area 
Deputy Chief of Patrol, District Commander of the district of 
occurrence and to the member’s Unit/District commander if the 
member is not assigned to the investigating unit/district. 

NOTE: In those instances wherein a violation of 

Department Policy was noted and a complaint 
register (CR) number was obtained, the To-From- 
Subject report will also serve as the CR initiation 
report. 

b. The Watch Commander’s Summary Report (CPD-21.955) for 
each investigation (excluding investigations of aggravated 
battery of a police officer) when there is no violation of 
Department policy. This report, with all available related 
documents attached, will be distributed as a package as follows: 
original to the Office of Professional Standards, 1 (one) copy to 
each: the Office of the First Deputy Superintendent, appropriate, 
area Deputy Chief of Patrol, District Commander of the district 
of occurrence and to the member's Unit/District Commander if 
the member is not assigned to the investigating unit/district. 
(Item ll-D-4 amended, 12 Nov 1997, Facsimile Message 97-004977). 

E. Allegations of Impairment, Involving the Operation of a vehicle- on or off duty 

1. Allegations of impairment involving the operation of a vehicle include 
driving while under the influence of alcohol, or a combination of alcohol 
and drugs. 

2. The meaning of the term "drugs” will include but not be limited to 
cannabis as defined in Chapter 56 V 2 , Section 703, Illinois Revised 
Statutes, and controlled substances as defined in Chapter 56 /a, 
Section 1102, paragraph (f), Illinois Revised Statutes, or as amended. 

3. In every instance when a complainant or a sworn member makes an 
allegation against a Department member relating to impairment while 
operating a motor vehicle, in addition to complying with the provisions 
of Addendum 2 of this directive, the procedures outlined below will be 
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followed. 


a. The responsible command or supervisory member will: 

(1) obtain a Complaint Register number. 

(2) ensure that a To-From-Subject report is obtained from 
each member having knowledge of the circumstances 
surrounding the complaint. 

(3) prepare a To-From-Subject report summarizing the 
preliminary investigation. 

b. The accused member will be requested to read and sign a 
Notification of Charges/Allegations (CPD-44.115) to 
acknowledge that he has received a written copy of the specific 
allegations made against him. 

c. The incident will be investigated in accordance with the 
provisions of the General Order entitled “Driving While under The 
Influence-Implied Consent" and any related directives (e.g., 
“Traffic Accident investigation, “ etc.). 

d. When the accused member has complied with all the 
provisions (e.g., Alcohol/Drug Influence Report (CPD-22.118), 
breath test, etc.) of the General Order entitled "Driving While 
Under The Influence — Implied Consent,” it will not be 
necessary to repeat these procedures in the administrative 
phase of the investigation. In these cases the investigating 
member will photocopy the completed form. The words 
“Administrative Phase” will be inserted in the DUI Citation 
Number section of the Alcohol/Drug Influence Report 
photocopy and noted as an attachment to the administrative 
phase of the CR file. 

(Item ll-E-3-d revised, 15 May 2001, General Order 93-03-05A.) 

The responsible command or supervisory member will advise the 
accused member when the criminal segment of the preliminary 
investigation has been terminated, regardless of whether or not the 
accused member is subsequently charged with a violation of Chapter 95 
Vz, Section 11.501. When the accused member has not completed or 
has refused to comply with any of the tests required in the investigation 
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of allegations of Driving While Under the Influence of Alcohol, Drugs or 
a Combination Thereof-Implied Consent (Illinois Revised Statutes, 
Chapter 95 72, Section 11.501), as applicable, the following mandatory 
procedures will be required under Administrative Proceedings. 

a. The accused member will be: 

(1) presented with the Administrative Proceedings Rights 
form (CPD-44.105) before being asked the questions in 
the "Interview” section of the Alcohol/Drug Influence 
Report or any other questions which would tend to prove 
or disprove the allegation. 

(2) ordered to submit to a visual examination, the results of 
which will be recorded in the “Observations” section of 
the Alcohol/Drug Influence Report.

When the supervisor is not of the same sex as 
the accused member, arrangements will be made to have 
a sworn member of the same sex as the accused 
member witness the collection of the urine specimen. The

will be added to the administrative charges against the accused 
member. 

d. All completed reports and forms relating to the incident will be 
distributed in accordance with the General Order entitled “Driving 
While Under the Influence-Implied Consent" and/orthe addendum 
to this order entitled "Reporting and Review Procedures,” as 
applicable. 

Allegations of Impairment, Not Involving the Operation of a Vehicle-on or off 


Allegations of impairment, not involving the operation of a vehicle 
include: 

a. Alcohol Intoxication. 

Alcohol intoxication means that a person’s mental or physical functioning 
is substantially impaired as a result of the use of alcohol. 
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b. Being under the Influence of Drugs. 

Drugs include but are not limited to the following - cannabis as defined 
in Chapter 56 %, Section 703, Illinois Revised Statutes, and controlled 
substances as defined in Chapter 56 Yz, Section 1102, paragraph (f), 
Illinois Revised Statutes, or as amended. 

c. Being under the Influences of a Combination of Alcohol and Drugs. 

Whenever a sworn member or complainant makes an allegation against 
a Department member relating to impairment not involving the operation 
of a vehicle, the procedures outlined below will be followed. 

a. The responsible command or supervisory member will: 

(1) obtain a Complaint Register number. 

(2) ensure that a To-From-Subject report is obtained from 
each member having knowledge of the circumstances 
surrounding the complaint. 

(3) prepare a To-From-Subject report summarizing the 
investigation. 

b The accused member will be requested to read and sign a 

Notification of Charges/Allegations (CPD-44.115) to 

acknowledge that he/she has received a written copy of the 

specific allegations made against him/her and will be: 

(1) presented with the Administrative Proceedings Rights 
form (CPD-44.105) before being asked the questions in 
the “Interview“ section of the Alcohol/Drug Influence 
Report or any other questions which would tend to prove 
or disprove the allegation. 

(2) ordered to submit to a visual examination, the results of 
which will be recorded in the “Observations” section of 
the Alcohol/Drug Influence Report. 

(3) ordered to complete the Standardized Field Sobriety 
Tests, the results of which will be recorded on the 
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Alcohol/Drug Influence Report. 


(a) The investigating member will: 

i) use a separate Alcohol/Drug Influence 
Report for this administrative phase.

Once a decision is made by the 
responsible command or supervisory member to have the 
accused member submit a urine specimen, no action pertaining 
to the collection of the urine specimen will be initiated until after 
the Internal Affairs Division has been notified. Urine specimen 
containers can be obtained from the Internal Affairs Division on 
the 2 nd and 3 rd watches by calling Pax 0610 and on the I s ’ watch 
by calling Pax 0301. 

(Item ll-F-2-b revised, 15 May 2001, General Order 93-03-05A.)

(1) collected in a manner that will preserve the dignity of the 
accused member and ensure the integrity of the sample. 

(2) collected in the presence of the investigating supervisor 
only if the supervisor is of the same sex as the member. 
When the supervisor is not of the same sex as the 
accused member, arrangements will be made to have a 
sworn member of the same sex as the accused member 
witness the collection of the urine specimen. The 
responsible command or supervisory member will submit 
a To-From-Subject report which identifies the sample 
collection site, the date and time of the collection, the 
identity of the witness to the collection, and any other 
circumstances pertaining to the investigation. 

(3) turned over to a member of the Internal Affairs Division 
who will assume the responsibility for ensuring that the 
urine specimen is properly secured In accordance with 
established division-level standard operating procedures, 
pending processing by a medical laboratory. 

d. If the accused member refuses to provide a urine specimen or 
has refused to complete or comply with any tests required in 
conjunction with the administrative segment of the investigation, 
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a violation of the Department Rules and Regulations, e.g., 
disobedience of an order or directive whether written or oral, will 
be added to the administrative charges against the accused 
member. 

e. All completed reports and forms relating to the incident will be 
distributed in accordance with the procedures established in the 
addendum to this order entitlecr^Reporting and Review 
Procedures.” 

G. Allegations of Miscellaneous Drug Related Activity - on or off duty 

1. Allegations of miscellaneous drug related activity include, but ar not 
limited to a member’s: 

a. unauthorized involvement with a person or enterprise engaged 
in the illegal use, sale, delivery, manufacture, purchase, or 
possession of drugs. 

NOTE: For the purpose of this order, the meaning of the 

words “person" and “enterprise,” will be 
understood to be that of the definitions provided in 
Chapter 56 Vz, Paragraph 1653, Illinois Revised 
Statutes. 

b. illegal sale, delivery, manufacture, purchase, possession or use 
of drugs. 

2. Whenever an allegation against a Department member concerning any 
of the above categories of conduct is received, the responsible 
command or supervisory member will obtain a Complaint Register 
number. 

3. The Complaint Register investigation and the preliminary investigation 
of all criminal charges, where applicable, will be conducted in 
conformance with existing Department procedures. 

4. Whenever the results of the preliminary criminal investigation indicate 
reasonable grounds to believe that the accused member is involved in 
illegal drug related activity, or upon completion of the initial stages of an 
administrative investigation which indicates reasonable grounds to 
believe that the accused member is personally using illicit drugs or is 
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personally misusing legally prescribed or dispensed medications, the 
accused member will be required to submit a urine specimen in 
accordance with the procedures established in Item ll-E-4-b of this 
addendum. 

H. Repeated Minor Infractions 

Department members who have repeated minor infractions will, in addition to 
any disciplinary action, be processed in accordance with the Department 
directive entitled "Personnel Concerns." 

I. Civil Suits Against Department Members 

Allegations against Department members contained in a civil complaint will be 
handled in accordance with the General Order entitled “Civil Suits Against 
Members.” However, if the complaint alleges conduct which would be a 
violation of Department rules, regulations or directives and has not been the 
subject of a previous Complaint Register investigation, a Complaint Register 
number will be obtained. 

J. Verbal Abuse 

1. Complaint of verba! abuse against a Department member which include 
the use of profane, insolent, or disrespectful language, will require he 
obtaining of a Complaint Register number to record the incident and 
facilitate an inquiry as to its validity. 

2. The manner of speaking as well as the choice of words must be 
considered in determining whether or not a member has verbally abused 
a citizen. 

3. Whenever an allegation of verbal abuse is the only allegation made, in 
addition to complying with the applicable provisions of this order, the 
procedures outlined below will be followed. 

a. The supervisor assigned to the Complaint Register investigation 
will record his findings on a Summary Report Digest form (CPD- 
44.112A). 

b. The unit commanding officer will review the Summary Report 
Digest form and forward the report through channels to the 
Internal Affairs Division.

This order: 

A. outlines Department investigative and reporting procedures in weapon 
discharge incidents. 

B. continues the use of the Weapon Discharge Report (CPD-11.489). 

C. continues the use of the Preliminary Information/Weapons Discharge 
Worksheet (CPD-44.111). 


II. SCOPE 


Under normal circumstances, the provisions of this order will not apply to. 

A. the discharge of a firearm during: 

1. weapons training or practice at a recognized range facility. 

2. Department authorized ballistic examination or testing. 

3. licensed hunting activity. 

B. chemical agent use in a Department authorized training program. 
III. CHEMICAL AGENT USE 
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A. Member’s Responsibilities - Chemical Agent Discharge Incidents. 

When a member discharges a chemical agent dispensing firearm or device, 
the member will: 

1 notify the Office of Emergency Communications (OEC) and inform the 
desk sergeant in the district of occurrence. 

2. complete a Weapon Discharge Report. 

3. submit the appropriate case report and/or other required reports. 

B. Whenever possible, the ranking officer on the scene of an incident will notify the 
Chicago Fire Department prior to the anticipated use of a device that 
dispenses a chemical agent through use of pyrotechnics. 

IV. DISCHARGED FIREARM: DESTROYED ANIMAL CASES 

Member’s Responsibilities 

A. When a member discharges a firearm to destroy an animal, the member will: 

1. notify the OEC immediately and inform the desk sergeant in the district 
of occurrence. 

2. complete a Weapon Discharge Report. 

3. submit a Miscellaneous Incident Exception Report (CPD-11.419) orthe 
appropriate case report. 

4. comply with all the applicable provisions of the directive entitled 
"Animal Cases.” 

B. The OEC will assign a supervisor from the district of occurrence to the scene 
of the incident and notify Operations Command. 

C. The assigned supervisor will determine if there is any related personal injury or 
property damage, other than the destruction of the animal. 

D. The watch commander of the district of occurrence may waive firearm inventory 
and ballistic examination and may authorize the member to retain his firearm 
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in instances in which there is no likelihood of death or injury to a person or 
identifiable property damage other than the destruction of the animal. 

V. DISCHARGED FIREARM: OTHER THAN DESTROYED ANIMAL CASES 

A. Member's Responsibilities - Weapon Discharge Incidents 

1. In any instance where a member has discharged a weapon or has had 
gunfire directed at his person, the member (if physically capable) will: 

a. notify the OEC immediately, and provide all relevant information. 

b. attend to all required emergency, security, and first aid duties 
arising from the incident. 

c. provide Department members conducting the investigation with 
information required to effect arrests and fulfill immediate law 
enforcement necessities. 

d. inform the appropriate district desk sergeant. 

e. remain on the scene (if not injured) and report to the watch 
commander from the district of occurrence upon his arrival. 

f. complete a Weapon Discharge Report and other reports at the 
location designated by the district watch commander responsible 

for the investigation. 

NOTE: When a member who has discharged a weapon is 

unable to complete the Weapon Discharge Report 
for any reason, it will become the responsibility of 
a supervisor designated by the watch commander 
to prepare this report. 

2. A member who has discharged a weapon outside the City of Chicago 
will: 

a notify the local police agency and this Department’s Operations 

Command. 

b. ensure the submission of ail reports connected with the incident 
including a Weapon Discharge Report and a To-From-Subject 
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report without unnecessary delay. 


3. Any member having knowledge of circumstances surrounding a weapon 
discharge incident or who has been fired upon will provide those 
Department members conducting the investigation with required 
information, assistance, and when requested, oral and written 
statements. 

Member's Statements and Interviews - Weapon Discharge Incidents 

1. A member who has been involved in a weapon discharge incident will 
provide an oral report to the person responsible for conducting the 
investigation without delay and outside the presence of any other 
individuals. 

/ 

2. When a member is notified that he must give a written statement or an 
oral statement in the presence of an observer, the interview may be 
postponed by the officer for a period of time not to exceed two hours. 

3. Member’s Right to Counsel and Representation. 

a. Union members have the right to be represented by counsel or 
a representative of their union as authorized by their collective 
bargaining agreement. 

b. Non-Union members have the right to be represented by counsel 
or a person of their choosing who is not an on-duty member. 

c. The counselor/representative may advise the member but may 
not interfere with the interview. 

4. Conduct of the Interview 

When conducting an investigation of a weapon discharge incident by a 
Department member, the member responsible for the interview will: 

a. delay the interview only for a reasonable period of time to allow 

for the arrival of investigative personnel (i.e., watch commander, 
assistant state s attorney, Detective Division area commander, 
assistant deputy superintendent, assigned detective, and Office 
of Professional Standards investigator.) 
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b. begin the interview only after investigative personnel have had a 
consultation to assess the facts of the incident and determine the 
direction of the investigation. 

c. proceed with one individual designated by the watch commander 
as the interviewer, and all questions directed to the member will 
be asked by and through this designated individual. 

d. conduct the interview so that the member is aware of the identity 
of the person in charge of the investigation, the interviewing 
member, and the identities of all persons present. 

5. Allegations of Misconduct Against a Member 

In any instance in which an allegation of misconduct has been made 
against a member or when an allegation has been made in which 
criminal prosecution is probable, the member will be: 

a. informed in writing of the nature of the allegations before any 
interrogation begins. 

b. given his statutory administrative proceeding rights, or if the 
allegation indicates criminal prosecution is probable against the 
officer, the officer will be given his constitutional rights concerning 
self-incrimination prior to the commencement of the interrogation. 

c. interrogated in a manner following the Conduct of Investigation 
procedures outlined within the directive entitled "Complaint and 
Disciplinary Procedures." 

d. provided with a copy of any written statement he has made 
without any unnecessary delay. 

e. allowed reasonable periods of time for personal necessities, 

meals, telephone calls, and rest. < 

6 Members may have additional rights and responsibilities as delineated 
in their current labor agreements. These requirements and privileges 

may extend beyond those detailed in Item V-B of this order. 

Office of Emergency Communications Responsibilities - Weapon Discharge 

Incidents 
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In all cases in which a member has discharged a weapon or has had gunfire 
directed at his person, the OEC will: 

1. dispatch sufficient patrol units to the scene. 

2. determine if a medical emergency exists and if appropriate: 

a. notify the Chicago Fire Department to dispatch an ambulance 
and emergency medical service units to the scene. 

b. inform the emergency room of the receiving hospital. 

3. assign a member of the rank of sergeant or above from the district of 
occurrence to the scene. 

4. notify the following: 

a. the watch commander in the district of occurrence. 

b. Operations Command. 

c. the appropriate area Detective Division violent crimes unit, 

d the Office of Professional Standards (OPS). 

e. the involved member’s unit of assignment. 

f. any other units or agencies as they are requested. 

NOTE: In no instance will the name of a Department 

member who has been involved in a weapon 
discharge incident be released over the police 
radio. 

D. Assigned Sergeant’s Responsibilities - Weapon Discharge Incidents 

In all cases in which a member has discharged a weapon or has had gunfire 
directed at his person, the assigned sergeant will: 

1. proceed immediately to the scene and ensure that adequate manpower 
and equipment are available. 
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2. ensure that an officer other than the involved member has been 
assigned to conduct the preliminary investigation, prepare the original 
case report, and relay additional information to investigating units. 

3. confirm that the desk sergeant in the district of occurrence and the 
member’s unit of assignment have been notified. 

4. prepare an Officer’s Battery Report (CPD-11.451), when necessary, in 
accordance with the directive entitled "Officer Battery Procedures.” 

E. Field Lieutenant’s Responsibilities - Weapon Discharge Incidents 

In all cases in which a member has discharged a weapon, or has had gunfire 
directed at his person, the field lieutenant from the district of occurrence will: 

1. proceed immediately to the location of the incident and assume 
command of the scene until the arrival of the watch commander. 

2. verify the submission of written reports from involved members in 
conformance with the provisions of this directive. 

3. prepare a To-From-Subject report that summarizes the facts of the 
incident and actions taken prior to the arrival of the watch commander. 

F Watch Commander’s Responsibilities - Weapon Discharge Incidents 

1 • In all cases in which a member has discharged a weapon or has had 

gunfire directed at his person, the watch commander in the district of 
occurrence will: 

a. proceed to the location of the incident and assume command of 
the scene. 

b confirm that Operations Command, the appropriate violent 
crimes unit of the Detective Division area and the Office of 
Professional Standards have been notified. 

c. verify the submission of written reports from involved members 
in conformance with the provisions of this directive. 

d. conduct a complete and thorough investigation of the incident. 
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e. contact the on-duty assistant deputy superintendent (ADS), 
Operations Command for authorization if circumstances 
necessitate the relocation of the investigation. 

f. assign transportation for any member who has been involved in 
a traumatic incident. 

g. assume the responsibilities of the field lieutenant if none on duty. 

h. determine the number and type of cartridges discharged and 
account for all discharged cartridge cases and fired projectiles. 

i. ensure that when conditions on the scene have stabilized, all 
discharged firearms are identified by serial number, inventoried, 
and processed in accordance with the directive entitled 
.''Firearms Taken Into Custody or Turned In." 

j prepare a To-From-Subject report containing a comprehensive 
summary of the incident before concluding his tour of duty. 

(1) This report will contain all relevant facts known tc the 
watch commander including details of the preliminary 
investigative activities. 

(2) When a member has discharged a weapon, this report 
will indicate whether or not the member’s conduct 
conformed to Department guidelines concerning the use 
of deadly force. 

(3) Copies of available related reports and forms will be 
attached to the original and all copies of the To-From- 
Subject report. 

(4) The original To-From-Subject report will be forwarded to 
the Office of Professional Standards. Copies will be 
forwarded to the First Deputy Superintendent, 
responsible Detective Division unit, and the commander 
of any affected unit. 

2. In all cases in which a member has been injured or killed by gunfire, the 

watch commander in the district of occurrence will be responsible for the 
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duties outlined in Item V-F-1 of this directive and will additionally: 

a. ensure the following individuals are notified: 

(1) the district commander. 

(2) the area deputy chief. 

b. confirm that appropriate notifications are made to the member’s 
family in accordance with the directive entitled "Notification of 
Death or Hospitalization - Members/Families.” 

3. In all cases in which a Department member has injured or killed a 
person by use of a weapon, the watch commander will be responsible 
for the duties outlined in Item V-F-1 of this directive and will additionally: 

a. ensure the following individuals are notified: 

(1) the district commander. 

(2) the area deputy chief. 

(3) the Office of Professional Standards and obtain a 
Universal (U) number. 

(4) the Assistant State’s Attorney’s Office in accordance with 
the directive entitled "Felony Review by Assistant State’s 
Attorney.” 

b. prepare the Preliminary Information/Weapons Discharge 
Worksheet, distribute copies to investigative personnel and 
attach the original to the watch commander’s To-From-Subject 
report. 

G. Assistant Deputy Superintendent, Operations Command, Responsibilities - 
Weapon Discharge Incidents 

1. In all cases in which a member has discharged a weapon or has had 
gunfire directed at his person, the on-duty ADS, Operations Command, 
will: 

a. proceed to the scene and ensure that a complete and thorough 
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b. designate the watch commander responsible for directing the 
preliminary investigation whenever the incident has occurred in 
more than one district. 

c. submit a summary report to the First Deputy Superintendent 
which briefly outlines the pertinent facts of the investigation and 
forward a duplicate copy to the Office of Professional Standards. 

d. prepare the applicable Department guideline section of the 
watch commander's summary report in the event that the 
member who has discharged the weapon is the same rank or 
higher than the watch commander. 

2. In all cases in which a Department member has been injured or killed by 
gunfire or has injured or killed a person by use of a weapon, the on- duty 
ADS, Operations Command, will be responsible for the duties outlined 
in Item V-G-1 of this directive and will additionally conduct a personal 
investigation into the circumstances surrounding the incident and make 
a determination as to the whether the conduct of the member conformed 
to Department guidelines. 

Detective Division Command Responsibilities - Weapon Discharge Incidents 

In all cases in which a member has been injured or killed by gunfire or has 
injured or killed a person by use of a weapon, the Detective Division area 
commander (or his authorized designee) will: 

1. personally respond to the scene of the investigation. 

2. ensure the preservation of evidence and identification of witnesses. 

3. assume responsibility for the follow up investigation once directed by the 
watch commander or the on duty assistant deputy superintendent. 

Office of Professional Standards Responsibilities - Weapon Discharge 
Incidents 

1. In all cases where a Department member has injured or killed a person 
by use of a weapon, the Office of Professional Standards will conduct 
a fair and impartial investigation into the circumstances surrounding the 
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incident. 


2. The Office of Professional Standards will investigate instances in which 
a Department member has been involved in a weapon discharge 
incident outside the Chicago Police Department's jurisdiction and the 
incident involves charges of misconduct against the member. 

3 These investigations will follow the procedures outlined in Item V-B of 
this directive.
